Will Have a hard Old Dow to 
hoe. Law and Order Club 
Organized 


At a meeting of the Anti-Saloon Lea¬ 
gue, of Harrodsburg, last week, a law 
and order club was organized, which 
promised to be a thorn in the side of 
all evil doers. The following constitu¬ 
tion and by-laws were adopted. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article 1. The name of this society 
whall be the Law and Order League of 
Mercer County. , 

Art. 2. The object of this society 
shall be to enforce the execution of 
the laws as they stand on the Statute 
•book and the ordinances of the city of 
Harrodsburg, and. to that end,. to 
give all moral support and all assist¬ 
ance by information qpd effort to those 
upon whom devolve the administration 
and execution of law, and thereby to 
•secure better order and a higher and 
better type of citizenship. In accom¬ 
plishing this object, it purposes by 
■most determined effort to prevent and 
prohibit the illegal sale- of spirituous, 
vinous, malt and other intoxicating 
liquors In Harrodsburg and Mercer 
county, and, to this end, it demands 
that candidates for municipal office in 
said city and county. Of Whatever poli¬ 
tical party, shall be in thorough symya- 
thy with the purposes above expressed 
and, in addition thereto, that such can¬ 
didates for office shall be clean, honest, 
•capable and responsible men. 

Anticipating that those who are in 
sympathy with the liquor traffic. 1 will 
endeavor to bring into contempts the 
efforts of this organization by state¬ 
ment of alleged’ acts and rumors of 
violations of the law. it pledges itself 
lo bring the rumor monger before the 
grand janes of the county where such 
rumors and alleged violations of the law 
may be thoroughly investigated. 

It will co-operate as an organization 
and individually with all individuals 
and organizations engaged in a sincaae 
effort to secure the objects and purpo- 


Artkle 3. ^All persons who are in 
gy my a thy with the objects of this or¬ 
ganisation shall be eligible as mem- 
. hers. 

Article 4 . The officers of this So- 
tiety shall be a President, Vice- Pres¬ 
ident Secretary and Treasurer, 

The duties of the President shall be 
to preside at all meetings, decide points 
of order and perform the duties usually 
incumbent upon a presiding officer. 

The Vice-President shall perform the 
duties of the President in the absense 
of the President. 

The duties of the Secretary shall be 
to keep correct minutes of all meetings 
and to attend to the correspondence of 
the society, 

The duties of the Treasurer shall be 
to receive and account for all moneys 
* and pay oat same upon direction of the 
President in writing. 

Article 6. The officers shall be elect¬ 
ed at the first meeting of the Society 
June 23d, 1906, and shall hold their of¬ 
fices until their successors are elected 
and qualified. 

An election shall be held on the sec¬ 
ond Friday in June of each year there¬ 
after. 

Article 4. This constitution can be 
amended by a two thirds vote of those 
f members present st a meeting at which 
there is a quorum, but such amend¬ 
ments must be in writing and shall not 
be voted upon until some meeting fol¬ 
lowing that at which it is iproposed. 
Notice of such amendment shall be 
given by a publication in a newspaper 
published at Harrodsburg, Ky., at least 
two weeks before it is voted on. 

BY-I.AW8. 

1, The President Bhall appoint three 
standing committees consisting of three 
members each, to-writ; First, a Law 
Committee; Second, an Information 
Committee; Third, an Executive Com¬ 
mittee. Each committee shall perform 
the duties naturally incumbent upon it, 
and make such recommendations to the 
Society from time to time as it deems 
proper. 

'2. Twenty-five members shall con¬ 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of

It is 
announced that 2,000 licenses have al¬ 
ready been granted.” 

“Dr. Hassler, of the Health Depart¬ 
ment. says there has been a remarkable 
decrease in sickness in this city, partic¬ 
ularly in typhoid fever and other conta¬ 
gious diseases.

FIXTURES 

And Demolishing Buildings in 
Kansas.- Attorney General 
Issues an Order. 


Kansas City, June 28.-The anti-sa¬ 
loon crusade at Kansas City, Kan., was 
renewed here with Increased vigor. Ip 
Addition to destroying stocks of liquor 
and bar fixtures, C. W. Triokett, the 
Assistant Attorney General, appointee 
by Gov. Hoch to enforce the prohibi¬ 
tion law, has threatened to demolish 
saloon buildings if the owners persisted 
in renting their places to joint keepers. 
Many of these building are owned by 
brewing companies. To-day Attorney 
General Trickett began sending out 
warnings to property owners. 

“This is to notify you,” reads the 
warning, "that If you permit.said prem¬ 
ises to be again used for the sale of in¬ 
toxicating liquors, so as to make neces- 
sarv the issuing of a second writ of 
abatement, I shall order the premieee 
sufficiently demolished so that no third 
trip will he necessary, and. in addition, 
will cite you for contempt of court in 
aiding and assisting the violation of the 
order of the court.” 

There are about 100 saloons in Kan¬ 
sas City, about fifty of which have 
been closed. The liquors and fixtures 
in fifteen of these had been seised by 
the county officials up to to-day. A 
portion of this property was destroyed 
yesterday, and to-dav the officials con¬ 
tinued to spill liquor and break up cost¬ 
ly bars, tables and other furniture al¬ 
ready brought in, and to search for still

IS IN JAIL. 

Lake Surrendered Mon¬ 
day Trial Set for 
Friday. 


Abe Lake, charged with commiting 
an assault on Mrs. S. N. Chambers, 
near Kirkwood, on June 23, and who 
dodged the officers for several davs, 
came in Monday and went to the sher¬ 
iff's office and surrendered. The case 
was called Monday afternoon before 
Judge Hughes and was continued until 
Wednesday; the prisoner being remand¬ 
ed to jail without bail. On Wednesday 
the case was again called. Squire 
Cardwell presiding, but was continued 
till Friday because of the absence of 
commonwealth witnesses and Lake was 
again sent to jail. Details of the case 
were given in last week's paper, Mrs. 
Chambers says that after assaulting 
her. Lake threatened that if she told of 
it he would kill her. That evening he 
went by Forrest Alford’s and borrowed 
a pistol and went over to the Chambers 
home and ste supper and after leaving 
the table pulled the pistol from his 
pocket and in the presence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Chambers placed it on the mantle. 
He remained all night at the Chambers 
home, leaving next day at 10 o’clock. 
Then the wife related the revolting 
story to her husband. It is reported 
that Lake has said that when the trial 
comes up he will ask that every one 
who enters the court house be searched.

COUNTY 

Will hold Local Option Election 
September 15.- WiH Give 
an Overwhelming Vote 
for Dry. 

The Elizabethtown News in its last 
issue says: 

It ia a settled fact that a vote will be 
taken on September 15th In Hardin 
county under what is known as the coun¬ 
ty unit law to determine whether spirit 
uous. vinous or malt liquors shall or 
shall not be sold anywhere in the coun 
ty. It is equally a settled faot. that 
the county will go dry by an overwhelm 
ing majority. The last vote taken m 
the county as a whole gave a majority 
against whisky of over 800. Subsequent 
votes in small towns and precincts have 
clearly indicated the growth of the anti 
saloon sentiment. Even Elizabethtown 
With the influence of ite existing saloons 
was only able to remain wet by a ma¬ 
jority cf twenty-seven, last year. If 
the election was taken again in Etiaa 
bethtown alone it would undoubtedly 
go dry. Every precinet and every town 
in the county will certainly go dry in 
September and on a full vote the ma¬ 
jority in the county will not be lew 
than 1,600 and it may go to 2,000. The 
liquor people themselves have recog¬ 
nized this fart as the Wine an#Spirit 
Circular of New York, the official or¬ 
gan of the whisky interests, way back 
last April conceded that Hardin county 
would vote dry. 

At a meeting held here Monday it 
was evident that the country people, 
the leading farmers of the county were 
terribly in earnest about this matter 
They took charge of the meeting and 
ran it to suit themselves. They ran it 
wisely and well. It would be the part 
of wisdom for those in town who favor 
the saloon, seeing the absolute hopeles* 
ness of a contest, not to make any 
fight. It would be the part of wisdom 
and prudence for the business men of 
the city to accept the situation aslTWr 
The Legislature of Kentucky has given 
the people of Hardin county the nght 
to vote the saloon out of Elizabethtown 
they are going to do it whether 
some people in tye city object or not. 
We are decidly of the opinion that all 
of our people had better make the mo 
tion to make this election unanimous. 
W e know that there are a good many 
people who honestly believe that gigh 
license is the best way to control the 
liquor traffic, but they are in a hopeleaa 
.T.inority in Hardin county. These sin¬ 
cere people, whom we respect as ranch 
as those who agree with us, have noth¬ 
ing to gain by starting a fight which ■« 
absolutely hopeless from the beginning, 
while on the other hand by making 
such a fight they may have something 
> lose.

Chicago—Parental love has been 
woefully lacking In the lives of Mary 
*nd Annie Janoszek, aged six and 
four years respectively, and in their 
wretrhed home on Concord place they 
have known more of burns from red 
hot pokers than of caresses and kind¬ 
ness. according to testimony of the lit¬ 
tle girls, corroborated by tne evidence 
of neighbors, who have witnessed the 
Injuries inflicted upon the children by 
Mrs. Mary Janoszek. the mother. 

Reluctant to interfere, neighbors 
have silently sympathized with the 
unfortunate little onea, until, aiekened 
beyond endurance at tne continual tor- 
tnre, they notified the officers of the 
Illinois Humane society. 

investigation resulted in tne arrest 
of the woman and her husband. John, 
who are now In the county Jail, while 
Mary and Annie nre being cared for 
at the Children's Memorial hospital, 
where it is feared Mary, the elder, 
may die of her injuries. 

All during the hearing the other day 
before Justice Mayer the woman main¬ 
tained a stolid Indifference, and even 
when her neighbors detailed instances 
'In which the helpless little ones were 
'branded with irons Bred to. white heat, 
and made to endure other sufferings 
for trivial causes, she only yawned as j 
if to show her weariness of the entire 
proceedings. 

"When parents are like you they | 
ahonld be horsewhipped," said Justice j 
Mayer indignantly from the bench, 
and at the time of the outburst he had 
not heard half of the horrible story. 

That the tortures they have under¬ 
gone have bred in the children a loath- 
aome fear of their mother was shown 
In Inspector Latin's office, -where the 
muther Interrupted the examination 
by the Inspector and spoke sharply to 
■them in Polish. Instinctively they I 
shrank and cowered, not realizing tbnt 
th*y were safe even with the protec¬ 
tion of the officers The testimony of 
arqnalntances of the family indicate 
that the mother delighted In fiendish 
acta of cruelty. 

in winter the two girls were denied 
shoes and stockings, and in their bare 
Beet were sent otr errands, particularly 
to the near by saloons. Nicholas Nau- 
mes. who lives across from the Janos- 
neka. testified that one day last win¬ 
ter. during a bitter cold spell, Annie 
wxs seen coming from the groggery 
tn tears. Naumes saw the door opened 
by the mother, who, when the child 
•poke a few words to her. picked her 
op bodily and threw her to the side¬ 
walk. where she lay senseless and 
bleeding from wounds in the fare.

of average strength should not exceed 
two glasses of light wine or one pint 
of lieer or their equivalent In twenty- 
four hours. 

That practically means tbat two 
glasses of claret or hock, or one glass 
of sherry or port, or two glasses of 
light beer, or one glass' of ale. or half 
a wineglass of liquor Is the maximum 
dally allowance. 

Even this quantity, mind yon. Is 
only to be taken after business boors. 
If at all. Dr. A.ble Insists that the man 
whose mental labor la heavy or whose 
responsibility is great must use alco¬ 
holic beverages only as restoratives ff 
he wishes to be at his best 

In other words, the recommendation 
of this conference of business men, who 
have found that the use of alcohol by 
tbelr employees is a subject serious 
enough to warrant careful InvesOga 
tlon. Is simply this: 

The man who hopes to makes a suc¬ 
cess in business of any kind and who 
Is anxious to do the best be possibly 
can will act In bis own Interest If he 
eschews alcohol at all times but if 
be Insists on using It he must confine 
hls drinking to the limit given above 
and regard bis business hours os ab¬ 
solutely free from ilrlnk of any kind

Brmsn business men have Just finish¬ 
ed a conference on “Alcohol In Its Re¬ 
lation to Commercial Efficiency” which 
Is expected to have far reaching and 
lasting results In the United Kingdom. 
The conference dealt with the drink 
question, not on moral pr hygienic 
grounds, but as a matter affecting 
flnnnelaj results. 

They did not consider the drunkard 
or even the moderate drinker, but 
merely the average man who takes a 
little alcoholic liquor with hls meals, 
after the fashion of the major portion 
of the Inhabitants of the British Isles. 

Every man who addressed the con¬ 
ference was of one opinion—tbat even 
a single glass of beer, wine or spirits 
taken at lunchtime was prejudicial to 
the best work of the mao who drank 
It. Each and all claimed that It pro¬ 
duced Inertia, sleepiness and a disin¬ 
clination for work and wus therefore 
to a greater or less extent destructive 
of commercial efficiency. 

The conference decided thaV alcohol. 
If at all admissible us a beverage, was 
only to be taken at the last meal of 
the day and tbat even then the quanti¬ 
ty must be very moderate.

His Little 


Suggests Question Whether Giant 
Catalogue Houses are Benefit or 
Detriment to the Farmer and the 
Country Generally. 

Chicago la to have the greatest build¬ 
ing the world ever constructed forcom- 
merclal purposes. It will have a floor 
space of SO acres—a good sized farm. 
It Is to be 10 stories high, including the 
basement and were it to be all 
stretched out on one floor it would 
cover 13 of the big city blocks In the 
windy city. It will be 000 feet in length 
and 270 feet wide and will be built of 
steel and concrete. The cost will be 
$1,600,000. The present building oc¬ 
cupied by Mongomery Ward and Com¬ 
pany is a huge affair, but is stated to 
be entirely inadequate to the needs of 
thla enormous mail order bouse, and 
to this new pile is to be constructed. 

It seems to be the time of big com- 
metical houses in the great Centers of 
the country. Another big firm is to 
erect a building on Chicago avenue, 
which will contain a million square 
feet—200 feet by 800 feet; Sears. Roe¬ 
buck and Company Is a big Chicago 
business rival of the Montgomery Ward 
firm, and has just also been incorpor¬ 
ated to do business in New York, with 
a capitalisation of $40,000,000; paving 
the State Incorporation tax of $20,000. 

TO BE l'HOUD OF. 

These are fine projects, and at first 
thought may make one proud of Amer¬ 
ican business Institutions, but what is 
the real effect of the success of these 
gigantic commerical bouses upon the 
country’s prosperity? H8w does their 
business affect the country merchant, 
the country banker, the country town 
Itself and In fact the country people 
who are the patrons of the great mall 
order bouses. What creates the village, 
the town, the thriving city? What 
keeps it a live and bustling center ra¬ 
ther than a dead congregation of a few 
houses with one or two miserable 
8tores? It Is the patronage and sup¬ 
port, 1 is It not, of the surrounding coun¬ 
try homes. Towns are butt up only 
when they have support from an agri¬ 
cultural territory, if agriculture is the 
surrounding Industry, which is the 
case in nine out of ten instances. But 
conversely, the richness of the soil 
alone does not make the most valuable 
farms 

THE MARKET FOR PRODUCTS. 

There must be a good market for the 
farm product; If the farm Is adjacent 
to a live growing town supporting ac¬ 
tive and well-to-do-people, the market 
for the farmer’s products will l«> ac¬ 
tive and the prices good. If the town 
be a dead one, he will have to turn 
dispose of his products.

Many of the hills from this strain of 
Rockyford seed remained green 
throughout. the season and produced 
a good crop of melons. Further obser¬ 
vations in the muskmelon fields of 
that neighborhood also showed that 
wherever this strain of Rockyford seed 
had been used many hills were unaf¬ 
fected with rust, while with other 
strains of seed of the same variety 
the vines were all dead. 

The investigator selected a quantity 
of seed from the rust-resistant hills 
and planted them in comparison with 
ordinary seed. "On the rust-resisting 
hills the melons were hidden under a 
healthy growth of vines, and were 
large, solidly netted, with thick, firm 
flesh, small seed cavity. completely 
filled with seed. On the rusted hills 
the plants were almost devoid of leaves 
and the small melons were premature¬ 
ly ripe, with thin, watery flesh, open, 
large seed cavity, and practically of 
no market value.” 

In tracing back the history of this 
strain of seed it was found that some 
years before a seedsman had saved the 
first lot from a single healthy melon 
taken from a field of rusted vines. It 
had therefore been developed by the 
simple process of saving seed from 
the best melons produced by plants 
which withstood attacks of rust when 
surrounding plants were destroyed by 
this disease. What was thus acconi 
[dished by one farmer with one crop 
can probably be accomplished by other 
farmers with the same or with other 
crops, if they will be alert, while the 
crops are growing, to select and mark 
individual plants which show excep 
fional merit along the lines of pro 
llfic yield, early maturity, resistance to 
disease, or other desirable quality, and 
save seed separately from the plant 
showing such qualities. Marked va¬ 
riations which may be profitably util 
lzed in this way are constantly occur 
ring and are plainly evident on all 
farms. 

The point to be emphasized is that 
improvements in farm crop varieties 
nearly always trace back to Individual 
plants. No one is In better position 
to notice these exceptional plants than 
the farmer He is in his fields, gar 
den. or orchard, every day, where these 
exceptional plants are produced. If 
one plant In a rust-infected wheat 
field stands up green and free from 
the disease, that is a plant to save 
seed from a 8 the basis of a rust-re 
sfstant strain. If one hill of pota 
toes in a blighted field remains unaf¬ 
fected by disease, seed from that hill 
may produce a blight-resistant variety 
If a squash pfcnt Is found that is dis 
tasteful to the squash hug. seed from 
that hill may produce squash vines 
wht'-h the bugs will not molest.

Many plan£ dis 
eases and Insects-can be controlled by 
the various poisons, sprays, and cul¬ 
tural methods already discovered, but 
for some—as,‘for example, the rust of 
wheat, peach yellows, clover-seed fly, 
etc.—satisfactory remedies have not 
yet been discovered. 

Some instances may be cited to show 
just what is meant by resistant or im¬ 
mune varieties and their value. Grapes 
furnish a striking example. Euro¬ 
pean grapes planted In this country 
fail wherever the American grape-root 
louse Is present, because the louse is 
able to attack and destroy the roots 
of these varieties. The roots of na 
tlve American grapes are also attacked 
by the same louse, but are so hard and 
wiry that the louse can not destroy 
them. In other words they are re 
sistant. 

The unusual resistance of the Keif 
fer pear to blight has made it pos 
■sible to grow this pear In the South 
ern Btates, where most other varie 
ties fall because of blight. The va¬ 
riety of cowpea known as Little Iron 
has proved so resistant to wilt disease
